Living the balanced way of life demanded by the 
boarding community can sometimes leave a 
school endangered by the accusation that it is all 
things to all people. As one seeks to imbue each 
generation with an actual sense of modesty about 
the best of their achievements so it can then be 
the case that, all too often, what is done excellent- 
ly, takes a back seat. Faced by increasing compe- 
tition from a world highly conscious of marketing 
itself, Ridley needs to respond to the challenge of 
defining where it is excellent, concentrating on 
promoting areas where we can improve and then 
conveying it with clarity. 


Recently Administration, the Prefects, and, 
indeed, my breakfast guests have all been tasked 
to give some thought to what we perceive as real 
strengths. Fundamentally there are always fea- 
tures which any great school would like to claim. 
Beyond that there are some really unique selling 
points of the place. 


Ridley, as one of Canada's pre-eminent boarding 
schools can be proud of its product both in terms 
of the international intake and the friendly nature 
in which boarding integrates across the system. 
Uniquely, the day students blend entirely into this 
picture; the special way in which the residential 
rooms are shared with two boarders and one day 
student to each. We are proud of the universal 
strength of our three pillars of academics, athlet- 
ics and the arts. The areas of full agreement 
amongst the bleary-eyed at breakfast speak of the 
strength of Ridley's teaching and the facilities 
which give the best pedagogical advantages. 
Recent job evaluations with colleagues reveal 
deep appreciation of being at the cutting edge of 
teaching opportunity; certainly it is a decisive 
point for people when they are considering career 
changes and the school is truly a front runner in 
providing such an environment, as well as key 
opportunities for professional development. 


Ridley works hard to produce an all round blend of 
students. Part of accessing a wide cross section of 
people is achieved through having what feels to be 
one of the most highly developed financial assis- 
tant programmes of all Canadian schools. 
Benchmarking ourselves against the opposition 
would tend to suggest we are reaching a higher 
proportion of people than virtually anyone. 
Within our well developed and now mature co- 
educational system such a programme will give us 
the positive identification of being an inclusively 
all round school.

DEBATING IN ENGLAND 


The Ridley College Debating Society participated 
in the annual International Independent Schools’ 
Competition (Oct. 19-29). Normally held through- 
out schools in North America, this year's event 
was hosted by Queen Anne's School in 
Caversham, England. This unique tournament 
features a variety of public speaking and debating 
events and is a highlight of the year's calendar in 
this activity. Having graduated many experienced 
members of the club, this year's team was com- 
prised entirely of newcomers - Tristan von Zahn 
‘09, Alexander Last ‘09, and Erin O'Rourke ‘11. 


Prior to the actual event, Ridley teamed up with 
other Ontario schools for a memorable three-day 
tour of England. Familiar landmarks of London 
were visited, including Westminster Abbey, The 
Tower of London, and Buckingham Palace. Visits 
to the world famous prehistoric ruins of 
Stonehenge, the Roman City of Bath, Stratford- 
on-Avon, and Windsor Castle allowed for a first 
hand experience of the rich historical and cultural 
tradition of England. Fittingly, the final day's visit 
took us to the university town of Oxford. A walk- 
ing tour of the town started at the Martyrs 
Monument- a memorial to Bishops Hugh 
Latimer, Nicholas Ridley, and Thomas Cranmer- 
who were burned at the stake for their religious 
convictions in 1555 and 1556. Their collective 
martyrdom gave rise to Protestantism in England,

and the legacy of Bishop Nicholas Ridley that lives 
on in the famous name of our school today. 


In high spirits and with great enthusiasm, the 
Ontario teams joined up with other schools 
throughout Canada, the United States, Bermuda, 
Cyprus, and of course the United Kingdom. The 
competition was intense, but collegial. Alexander 
Last performed well in both parliamentary 
debates, while Erin O'Rourke delivered an effec- 
tive persuasive speech and interpretive reading. 
Both received commendations from the judges for 
their efforts. In terms of individual achievement, 
South African exchange student Tristan von Zahn 
was the top Ridley performer. He debated well, 
delivered a humorous after-dinner speech, and 
reached the finals of impromptu speaking. In all, 
over 140 competitors from 42 schools were repre- 
sented in this tournament, the largest of its kind 
in the independent schools’ network. While Ridley 
did not feature in this year's honours, the team 
gained valuable knowledge and first-hand educa- 
tion in a setting that will long be remembered for 
its history, literature, and culture. Our team 
proved to be worthy ambassadors of the Ridley 
name, and enriched by the experience. 





RIDLEY CONFERENCE ON VIOLENCE 


The Ridley Conference on Violence took place on 
Tuesday, October 30th in the Mandeville Theatre 
for students enrolled in the Grade 11 Introduction 
to Anthropology, Psychology and Sociology 
course. Speakers included Staff Sgt. Rob 
Bermuhler (Ontario Provincial Police), a speaker 
from Women's Place of St. Catharines, and 
Professor Dale Bradley (Brock University 
Department of Communications, Popular Culture 
and Film). Sgt. Bermuhler spoke vividly of terrify- 
ing violent situations he faced as a frontline police 
officer and of the difficult social context which 
often lies behind an individual's violent behaviour. 
The speaker from Women's Place spoke movingly 
about the situations faced by many of the women 
and children she sees in her line of work focusing 
on the young people who go to the shelter. She 
also presented the causes that often lie behind 
domestic violence and suggested how we as a soci- 
ety might resolve the problem in the longer term. 


Prof. Bradley described academic studies that 
have attempted to show a connection between c

shows, and violent behaviour. The three very differ-

TAMARA KIT ‘08 WRITES ABOUT HER VIMY 


EXPERIENCE 


59,757: it's arandom number to many. But 
because of my experiences this summer, I've 
begun to understand its significance. That's 
because as a Vimy Foundation scholarship partic- 
ipant, I saw 59,757 graves of soldiers who gave 
their lives in the First and Second World Wars. 
That's an overwhelming number, and not nearly 
a complete count of lives lost. It begs some big 
questions: How could this happen? Why did it 
happen? 

As I stepped off the plane in Heathrow Airport in 
London, England this past August, I had no idea 
what an intense, educational rollercoaster I was 
about to ride. I traveled with the Vimy 
Foundation to England and France to experience 
first-hand world-renowned museums, battlefields 
and many monuments and cemeteries. The 16- 
day journey provided me with a deeper under- 
standing of war and conflict and also with per- 
sonal experiences that I will cherish forever. 

The Vimy Foundation is a summer scholarship 
program designed by co-founders Sir Nicholas 
Bonsor, a former member of British parliament, 
and Andrew Powell. Their goal in designing the 
programme was to enrich young people's under- 
standing about international disputes, particular- 
ly the World Wars. Three French students, two 
British students and eight Canadian students 
were chosen from a variety of independent 
schools to represent their countries. The trip was 


a carefully planned adven- 
ture, which allowed me to 
travel back to 1914 and 
1939, years of great histori- 
cal significance, not to 
mention times of great suffering and uncertainty. 
Spending just five days outside of London at 
Harrow School, I quickly began to realize the educa- 
tional value of the Vimy Foundation. In London, our 
group visited the Imperial War Museum, the HMS 
Belfast, St. Paul’s Cathedral and many other attrac- 
tions pertaining to war. We also toured the areas of 
London that were destroyed during WWII (during 
the Blitz) and had very interesting guest speakers 
back in Harrow, including Major John Majendie, a 





WWII veteran who served in Normandy, and 


Captain John Harris, who has served recently in 


Afghanistan. Hearing these men talk was a real hon- 


our because one does not always have the opportu- 
nity to encounter vivid, first-hand descriptions of 
war, both past and present. 

Perhaps the most meaningful experience in 
England, I felt, was the seminar we were lucky 
enough to attend at Oxford University. Our group 
traveled to Pembroke College, bright and early, with 
our prepared reading in hand, nervously awaiting 
the seminar led by two brilliant Oxford professors. 


At first I was imagining a daunting stereotype of 


balding men with elbow-patched corduroy jackets 
smelling faintly of tea and biscuits. However, these 
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professors shocked the lot of us as we stepped foot in 
Pembroke College. They were dressed very casually, and 
were eager themselves to meet us and to hear all our 
opinions. The entire morning was spent discussing (and 
at times arguing about) issues in the First World War. 
Years melted away and an event that shaped world histo- 
ry long ago suddenly grew into a relevant topic directly 
connected to current events. 
At the completion of our time in England, we kissed the 
white cliffs of Dover goodbye and traveled on a ferry to 
Douai, France. France was where I really connected with 
history in a way that a classroom setting could never 
allow. We visited countless battlefields such as the Artois 
Battlefields, the Loos Battlefields, The Somme Battlefields 
and, of course, the Vimy Ridge Memorial and Battlefields. 
We also toured the caves and tunnels at Vimy Ridge, and 
Arras, which extended my knowledge and deepened my 
understanding of intricate war operations. The tragedy 
and madness of war were made manifest too. Visions 
from the poem “In Flanders Field” came alive as I visited 
countless cemeteries. My emotional response to these 
experiences took me by surprise, especially as we partici- 
pated in small remembrance ceremonies and focused on 
the life stories of specific soldiers as we came across their 
names in the cemeteries. 
Two major highlights of the trip were traveling to Dieppe 
for the 65th Anniversary of the Dieppe Raid in 1942. 
Here, we represented youth from Canada, France and 
England as we commemorated those who lost their lives 
in the terrible blood bath. Meeting with veterans, some of 
whom actually survived the Dieppe Raid, was a truly 
meaningful experience. It expanded my appreciation for 
our modern, convenient lives and gave tangibility to the 
sacrifices that were made. Also, another aspect that stood 
out on this trip was having the opportunity to spend the 
day with Mr. Jacques Vico, a French Resistance fighter in 
WWI, who shared with us his touching stories of hard- 
ship and survival. 
In the end, my Vimy experience was of course memo- 
rable, but I learned far more than I ever believed I would. 
I created close friendships with students from around the 
world, each with a passion for learning and adventure. 
Experiencing French and British culture and the French 
language was a magnificent opportunity, one for which I 
am extremely grateful for. Most importantly, I realized 
that history is alive; it doesn't just exist in the pages of 
textbooks. 59,757 could no longer be just a number, but 
instead, a sea of faces, flowing out of the past, washing 
over our present and shaping our future.

SUMMER PROJECTS 2007 


The summer of 2007 was a busy one on campus, especially 
for the Physical Plant Department. There were countless 
needs to be attended to, from major renovations down to 
the painting of dorm rooms. Four projects: the renovation of 
the kitchen and Great Hall, the renovation of the Matthews 
Library, the new Reading Garden outside the library and the 
Hugh Slater Tennis complex kept the men and women who 
work in the maintenance and grounds departments hopping! 


GREAT HALL KITCHEN RENOVATION 
Redesigned the Upper School kitchen to meet current build- 
ing and health department codes, which included: 
¢ Demolished small dining area, scullery and dishwashing 
area on the main floor as well as much of the 
basement. 
Installed new ‘prep’ kitchen, complete with walk-in 
cooler in the basement. 
Removed the existing dumbwaiter, enlarged the area 
and installed a two person, or one person and a cart, 
elevator. 
Replaced all hood systems with a new energy efficient 
system 
Created a new kitchen area, servery and dishwashing 
area within the existing kitchen footprint. 
Installed $360,000 worth of new equipment. 
Replaced existing sewer lines in the kitchen as a visual 
inspection showed them to have deteriorated beyond 
repair. 
Installed new floor tile. 
Provided new portable self-serve area within the Great 
Hall along with drink stations that can be closed off for 
formal functions 
Installed gas fired open flame log in existing fireplace.

Once the cast had been selected by the dramatic 
hive-mind known as Sween-Way™ (an amalgam 
of Mr. Sweeney and Mrs. Tredway,) we began to 
practice.

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RIDLEY PIONEER! FREDERICK WALKER “CASEY” BALDWIN O.R.1900 1882-1948 


“Casey” Baldwin is a Canadian who deserves a book in his own right. Had he 
been an American, there would be a shelf full. His career was remarkable. He © : 
was associated for a lifetime with one of the greatest minds of the last centu- 

ry, Alexander Graham Bell, and he was connected with the very heart of avia- 


tion’s early history. The fact that he was a Ridley grad should make us all very 
proud indeed. 


He came to Ridley in 1893 and developed into an outstanding leader. In his 
final year he was a prefect, captain of both the football and cricket teams and 
played first hockey. In 1899 he won the senior Cross Country race and upon 
graduation in June, 1900, was awarded the Blake Gold Medal for academic 
achievement. That summer he played cricket for Canada in Philadelphia. He 
then moved on to the University of Toronto graduating in engineering sci- 
ence in 1906. In his final year there, he captained the Varsity Cricket and Football teams. His 1905 team 
won the Dominion Rugby championship. 








It was after his graduation that he was invited by Bell to join the group of bright young men gathered 
around him at his summer home at Baddeck, NS., to assist with his experiments. In the Spring of 1907, at 
Mrs. Bell’s suggestion (and financing), the Aerial Experiment Association (AEA) was born with the explicit 
intention of building a heavier-than-air machine able to sustain controlled flight. There were four in the 
group under Bell: Glenn Curtiss of Hammondsport, NY, known chiefly as a builder of gasoline engines, 
John A. D. McCurdy, a family friend of the Bells and a recent graduate of U. of T. engineering, Lt. Thomas 
Selfridge of the U.S. Army, and newly minted engineer, “Casey” Baldwin, a classmate of McCurdy. Bell 
had been conducting a series of experiments with tetrahedral kites with a view to understanding the 
problems of stability. Bell hoped to attach one of the Curtiss motorcycle engines to a kite to better under- 
stand the problems of aerodynamic lift, propulsion and control. He had set his sights on the construction 


of a machine that would fly even before the Wrights had taken off at Kitty Hawk in North Carolina in 
December, 1903. 
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In 1907, the AEA experimented with man-carrying 
kites launched from pontoons on Bras d’Or Lake 
near Bell’s Baddeck home. Early in 1908, the group 
moved to Hammondsport, NY, where Curtiss’ 
machine shop was located. Four heavier-than-air 
machines followed in rapid succession. 


The first of these was named Red Wing. On a cold 
March 12, 1908, the Red Wing (shown at left) pilot- 
ed by “Casey” Baldwin, sped over the icy surface of 
Lake Keuka, near Hammondsport, NY, bounded 
into the air and actually flew for a distance of 318 
feet (97 m). Lacking any stabilizing device to make 
it controllable, it flipped over and crashed. 
Disregarding the unpublicized flights of the Wright 
brothers, this was the first time that a machine with 
a motorcycle engine and considerably heavier- 
than-air (called an aerodrome then) was flown pub- 
licly in America. 


The Red Wing was followed in a few weeks by the 
White Wing, designed by Baldwin. It was put ona 
tricycle undercarriage and taken for trials to an 
abandoned racetrack nearby. It took off successfully 
but crashed. Fortunately there were no injuries. 
Crash followed crash in discouraging succession. 
The only way to learn was the hard way: by trial 
and repair, by studying the stresses and strains on 
the wires and fabric that held it together and by try- 
ing to figure out a successful controlling mecha- 
nism. On May 22, 1908, a repaired White Wing, with 
Glenn Curtiss at the controls, flew a distance of 
1017 feet (310 m) in 19 seconds and actually landed 
intact beside the race track. What made this success 
possible was the invention by Baldwin and Bell of 
ailerons to provide lateral control. The patent for 
this innovation was donated to the world in 1917, a 
gift of inestimable value. In the summer of 1908, a 
bigger and better aircraft was soon under construc- 
tion — the June Bug. In August, this craft became the 
first in the western world to officially record a one 
kilometer flight. 


It would be the AEFA’s fourth aircraft that would win 
the most attention — the Silver Dart. It was built and 
tested in Hammondsport in December, 1908. 
Records show that “Casey” Baldwin was the first to 
fly it successfully. The plane was then shipped to 
Baddeck for further testing and on February 23, 
1909, with J.A.D. McCurdy at the controls, it lifted 
off from the frozen lake to record Canada’s first 
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heavier-than-air flight - a modest half mile. On 
March 12, 1909, a amazing twenty mile flight con- 
firmed the ability of man to actually fly with a 
degree of safety. 


Ridley’s connection with Hammondsport, NY, is 
cemented with the Doherty family, W.E.’04, 
W.E.(Tony) ‘36, D.C.’38 and T.L.’67. Hammondsport 
is the home of the Curtiss Aviation Museum which 
that family had much to do with establishing. In 
January of 2008, Brian Iggulden, Anne Kubu and I 
spent some time with a group of retired aviation 
enthusiasts in Welland, Ontario, who are building 
an exact replica of the Silver Dart. They hope to be 
testing it by September of this year and taking it to 
Nova Scotia early in 2009 to mark the February 23, 
1909, anniversary of McCurdy’s historic flight. One 
of Canada’s trained astronauts is slated to be in the 
pilot seat. 


After the aircraft experiments of 1908 and 1909, 
“Casey” Baldwin, who was treated like a son to the 
Bells, worked on the development of hydrofoils. 
During World War Two, he worked on various target 
vehicles for the navy. He also foresaw high altitude 
travel and the requirement for pressurized cabins. 
After Bell’s death in 1922, he managed the Bell 
estate and various Bell enterprises at Baddeck. 
From 1933 to 1937 he was an elected member of 
the Nova Scotia Legislature where his legacy 
became the famous Cabot Trail. In the 1948 issue of 
ACTA which announced his death, the editor 
wrote: “[he] is one of those Old Boys of Ridley who 
made the most of the opportunities that life pro- 
vides. Such opportunities may pass by the unimag- 
inative, the uninspired, the lazy [but] Casey was 
none of these; he was a pioneer in its fullest sense, 
and a man with a precise sense of the duties of citi- 
zenship.” 


So ... the next time you sit in comfort aboard a 
modern aircraft and you see the ailerons deploy on 
take off or landing, raise a glass to “Casey” Baldwin, 
Alexander Graham Bell and the other members of 
the Aerial Experiment Association of 100 years ago. 
Brave pioneers indeed!

As you will read in Jonathan Leigh's Head Lines, we are ques- 
tioning what makes Ridley unique. Our Headmaster has been 
pondering this with help from students and staff. A common 
response is the sense of community that Ridley instills in its 
students - a community that reaches four corners of the world 
and all walks of life. 


With a database of over 9,000 names it is not uncommon to be 
in a sidewalk cafe in Europe or a beach in the Caribbean and 
hear someone yell out “Ridley” when you walk by in your 
black and orange shirt. So is it the influence of Ridley’s global 
village, the diversity of students or the “family” feel the school 
instills in its students that inspires Ridleians to do great 
things? 


Whatever the answer, it seems to be working. Ridleians are 
distinguishing themselves in the fields of medicine, education, 
sports, politics, the arts and volunteerism. They contribute 
their time and money to continue the legacy of Ridley and to 
make a good school - great! 
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HEADMASTER’'S REPORT 


We reopened the school after a flurry of activity throughout August, both 
in the Physical Plant Department and in Admissions. We had been gear- 
ing up for the biggest intake Ridley has ever had. Inclusive of the suc- 

cessful introduction of grades 1 to 4, we also had a healthy intake of 10 

exchange students from all around the world. With an increased num- 
ber of boarders, Ridley is now comfortably the biggest boarding school 
in Ontario standing at 68% of the entire school. 














There was much cause for optimism as our facilities included the 
hugely upgraded Great Hall and kitchens plus the beautiful reworking 
of the Matthews Library inclusive of a splendid reading garden out- 

side. Beyond that, there was a new key card security system, a huge- 
ly enhanced number of SMART boards so that colleagues would 
have even greater pedagogical opportunity and the construction of 
five beautiful new tennis courts in the name of Hugh Slater (1944). 

With a very full Middle School (143), the building had been readjusted to incor- 

porate two new classrooms for the new grades. 


We continue to be guided by our strategic plan and now we are looking strongly 
at goals three and four which concern the interpretation of our Canadian school 
within the overall global picture. Beyond that, we have started to generate some 
major plans for athletic development. Additionally, we are emphasizing our 
environmental programme through the Green Tiger Project and we continue to 
enhance the successful promotion of community service which made such a 
good impression in the last academic year. The Chaplain has set up a committee 
to look into a morals programme which will run. 


Meanwhile a number of new responsibilities have developed. Brian Iggulden ‘67 
has taken on the post of Deputy Head, whilst Stephen Clarke became Assistant 
Head, Academics. John Dakin joined the faculty as the Director of Athletics and 
Brian Martin has become the Senior Master with a specific responsibility for 
aligning the calendar. Meanwhile, Marilyn Martin will be running the increasingly important Financial Assistance pro- 
gramme and Geoff Park ‘80 is bringing life to the Mentoring and Evaluation of Faculty, especially those who are new. Last 
year’s graduates have moved on to a very diverse selection of universities and colleges. They were the group who were 
responsible for a most successful 100th Cadet parade and Lieutenant-General J.O. Michel Maisonneuve was the outstanding 
Inspecting Officer of the day. This grade also came up with a much 
improved performance on previous years in the Advanced Placement 
examinations. We continue to emphasize the importance of these 
exams in establishing real global credibility for the universities of the 
wider world. 





As the new year gathers momentum so the intake of 244 new people 
seemed to be settling well. There have been some promising athletic 
performances and a thoroughly enjoyable production of "You Can't 
Take It With You". Backed by a very active and committed Faculty there 
is a healthy streak of optimism both for the forthcoming months and 
indeed the next few years at Ridley.
